THE SET-UP 

When the assemblage of “infatuated theorists, 
' panicky diplomats and hot-headed bigots set 
) about the re-mapping of Europe at the close of 
the great war, if they had determined to set up 
a shadow state in the middle of that continent 
NW they could not have improved on the job they 

? made by carving up Austria. 

When they had finished, Austria was a re- 
public containing 32,000 square miles and com- 
prising rather more than six and a half million 
people. Considerably more than 25 per cent of 

h the inhabitants lived in the city of Vienna; and 
from that city had been chopped away the ter- 
ritory and the major resources upon which it 

» depended for existence. 

The Hungarian wheat-lands which fed its 
famous mills were gone, as were the bulk of 
the mineral and other resources necessary to 
support its industrial life. ‘What followed can 
be told in a sentence. Vienna came to be known 
+to the world as “the city of suicides.” 

The economist, to his everlasting credit, had 
no hand in the business. He was not listened 
to when he said a state could not exist without 
sustenance. The map-makers were too busy 
drawing lines, placating vocal minorities and 
appeasing clamorous demands for racial self- 
determination—in other directions. 


THE BACKGROUND 

Ninety-seven per cent of Austria’s population 
is German. This element has been dom- 

inant in industry, commerce and finance, 
as in politics. Austria has in fact been an out- 
post of German race, speech and culture, estab- 
lished beyond the borderline of Slav and Mag- 
yar contact. 

The idea in the re-settlement scheme was to 
make it one of a string of “buffer states” thrust 
as a barrier between western Europe and Red 
Russia; and also a barrier against a German 
ramp through mid-Europe. Considering the 
origin and racial affinity of the dominant ele- 
ment in the Austrian population, this was about 
as sensible as to set up the Rhineland as a bar 
to German aggression against France. 

Less sensible in reality, because the Rhine- 
land was not surrounded on three sides by jeal- 
ous, hostile and aggressive neighbors, nor de- 
prived of the means of livelihood. 

That sooner or later this essentially pro- 

' German community, lacking the substance of 
| national independence, would» become part of 
, Germany, politically or commercially, was 
surely foreseeable. And if not foreseen at the 
; time, that has long been apparent as the in- 
evitable outcome of racial pull and economic 
pressure. Austria could not remain isolated if 
it wanted to; and a growing and aggressive 
section of its population did not want to. The 
¥ inevitable has now happened. 


THE EVENT 

That the Austrian people will be better off 
materially there is little reason to doubt. Their 
position could not well be worse, in the eco- 
nomic sense. Whether the country is annexed 
to Germany or is left the form of self-govern- 
ment, there will undoubtedly be wider mar- 
kets for its products and materials for its in- 
dustries, 

What its political status is to be remains for 
Mr. Hitler to say. He is as completely master 
of Austria as though it were a province of Ger- 
many. He set the stage and named the hour 
for the over-turn, and sent German troops into 
the country to make sure there would be no 
resistance.

Whatever the prize Mussolini ex- 
pects to gain elsewhere as the result of the al- 
liance, it must be a substantial one, since he is 
now willing to trust the Gauls in possession of 
Brenner Pass. When Dolfuss was assassinated 
I! Duce massed an army on Italy’s northern 
border to hold that gateway should Hitler move 
into Austria. His change of front is hightly sig- 
nificant, 


WHAT PRICE “APPEASEMENT”? 
There never was any chance that Britain and 
France would fight Germany to preserve Aus- 
trian independence. The end would not be 
worth the cost to either of them. And the end 
in itself was not one that could be justified. In- 
dependent Austria has been nothing but Aus- 
tria isolated, shackled, helpless and hopeless. 

Should Czechoslovakia be attacked, the dan- 
ger of a wide-spread conflagration will be much 
greater. Austria was of no use as a buffer state 
except on paper. Once Hitler repudiated the 
Treaty of Versailles it was no longer a barrier 
to him. It could not be counted on to offer seri- 
ous resistance to him should it come to a mat- 
ter of force. 

Czechoslovakia is quite different. Its peo- 
ple are anti-German where international politics 
are concerned, and they are passionately de- 
termined to preserve their independence. More- 
over it is an ally of France. And it is the'“key- 
stone” in the arch of buffer states. If it is 
marked for attack, can France, Britain and Rus- 
sia stand as idle spectators of its destruction? 

Meanwhile, what about the “appeasement” 
policy? Hitler has grabbed what Mr. Chamber- 
lain was probably prepared to concede him, 
without leave of Britain or France, and despite 
their warning. What are they to offer him now 
as a bonus for abjuring lawiessness? Colonies? 
After this fresh demonstration of contempt for 
their overtures, refusal to be bound by treaty, 
and reliance upon the iron hand?

Canada’s New 
Front Door 


(By D. M. LeBourdais, in the Canadian 
Magazine) 

We have arrived at another turning point in 
world history. Before the day of Columbus, the 
Mediterranean, as its name implies, was the 
centre of the world. Up to that time, the ef- 
fective peoples of the world had lived along or 
near its borders. Then Columbus sailed west- 
ward and accidentally discovered America. 
That discovery shifted the centre of the world 
to the Atlantic; and now its effective peoples 
are largely those who live adjacent to the At- 
lantic, The next shifting of the world’s centre, 
which is already under way, is to the Arctic 
Ocean, 

As Vilhjalmur Stefansson, the Canadian- 
born polar explorer, showed in his book, The 
Northward Course of Empire, published in 1922, 
man originated near the tropics and has been 
moving northward ever since. Northerly lands 
are, on the whole, the best suited for human 
habitation; the largest land masses are in the 
northern hemisphere, broadest toward the north, 
and it is likely that ultimately the world’s most 
dominant peoples will be the northern ones, 

If you look at an ordinary school globe you 
will see that the Arctic is the smallest of the 
oceans. Practically surrounded by the long 
coastline of Alaska and Canada, on one side, 
and by the even longer coastline of Europe and 
Asia, on the other, it is really not much larger 
than a sea. Russia controls the greatest area of 
Arctic territory, with Canada next. 


SPHERES OF INFLUENCE 

It is now generally agreed among the coun- 
tries bordering on the Arctic Ocean that their 
respective spheres of influence shall comprise 
that sector or slice of the Arctic immediately 
north of each, converging toward the Pole, in- 
cluding all islands, known and unknown. Thus 
the United States (Alaska) controls a sector 
with a base 30 degrees in width; Canada, 80 de- 
grees; Denmark (Greenland), 45 degrees; Rus- 
sia, 160 degrees; and Norway, 20 degrees. Fin- 
land is a negligible factor. Greenland’s import- 
ance is less than her area might imply because 
about 90 per cent of Greenland is ice-covered 

Canada and Russia are neighbors across the 
Arctic Ocean, It is less than 2,000 miles from 
the Canadian mainland to the Siberian coast; 
and not much more than 1,200 miles from the 
tip of Canada’s northermost island to the north- 
ermost Russian island, or about as far as from 
Toronto to Winnipeg. But this is not all: the 
shortest distances between Canada—o-* the 
United States, for that matter—and any part of 
Europe or Asia are northward. 

Think of what that means to us in Canada! 
It means that we are nearer to the coming world 
centre than the people of the United States. 
Looking at the globe, with the North Pole and 
Arctic Ocean in the centre, we see Canada on 
one side of this smallest of oceans and Northern 
Europe and Northern Asia on the other, while 
the United States, Southern Europe and South- 
ern Asia occupy a zone farther rémoved from 
the centre. Thus to fly from the United States 
to Europe or Asia by the shortest route, one 
must cross Canada and the Arctic or sub-Arctic 
regions. 

Until the coming of aviation, Arctic ice was 
an effective barrier to traffic over the top of the 
world. But flying in the Arctic is no more haz- 
ardous, on the whole, than it is in any other 
part of the earth. Storms and cold weather, if 
proper precautions are taken and necessary 
facilities provided, will no more prevent Arctic 
flying than storms and cold weather prevent rail- 
way service across the prairies. Most of the 
obstacles to successful] flying are mechanical, 
and apply to flying anywhere. Eventually these 
obstacles will be overcome; and then the Arctic 
will have the inestimable advantage of shorter 
distances, The airplane is about to change the 
shape of the world, And Canada is toward the 
hub! 


CANADA'S UNIQUE POSITION 

From Vancouver to Liverpool, across Can- 
ada north of Hudson Bay, and thence by way of 
Baffin Island, Greenland and Iceland, is about 
4,300 miles; by rail and steamer, via Montreal, 
it is 6,100 miles. From New York to Leningrad, 
across Labrador, Greenland and Iceland, is also 
about 4,300 miles, while the distance by ship 
would be about 5,300 miles. From Liverpool to 
Yokohama, across the Arctic, the distance is 
about 6,500 miles, while by steamer and rail, via 
Montreal and Vancouver, the distance is 9,928 
miles. 

The Russians, in two flight during 1937—6ne 
from Moscow to Vancouver, Washington; and 
the other from Moscow to San Jacinto, Cali- 
fornia—have demonstrated the feasibility of 
flying across the pole. And although Levanev- 
sky, essaying a third flight, met with disaster, 
his failure no more condemns Arctic flying than 
Amelia Earhart’s tragic death in the South Seas 
condemns flying across the Pacific. 

When the time comes, as inevitably it will, 
that planes can be counted upon, as a matter 
of course, to stand the day-to-day strain of 
long-distance flying; and when a sufficient num- 
ber of radio-equipped meteorological stations are 
established along the way, flying across the 
Arctic will become as commonplace an event 
as it now is to fly between Edmonton and Akla- 
vik, or between London and Paris. 


THE NEW FRONT DOOR 
Then v ill Canada’s back door become its front 

door, Then may Canadians, who for so long 
have gazed enviously southward toward the 
supposedly green fields of the United States, 
turn their eyes northwerd and for the first time 
survey with satisfaction the broad expanse of 
their own country. It does not require a prophet 
to predict that within the lifetime of most of 
you who read these lines the Canadian North 
will be gridironed with air routes connecting 
United States and Canadian points with im- 
portant points in Asia and Europe. The shortest 
route will win in the end! 

But so long as Canada remains a narrow 
strip of territory along the northern bord 
the United States, it will never amount to much 
among the nations of the world, It will inev.t- 
ably fall apart like a string of beads when the 
cord is broken, But fortunately Canada is not 
merely # long strip of territory; it has breadth 
as well as length,

I notice that many of your letters deal with 
questions about eczema and in today’s article 1 
am going to answer those most often repeated. 

Many readers Wish to know if eczema is 
“catching.” Eczema is not contagious and if 
some other member of the family is troubled 
with it, you are in no danger. 

Several letters have inquired why it is that 
eczema may seem to be worse in winter than 
in summer. The answer is that the typical pa- 
tient with eczema has a dry, thin skin. When 
eczema develops in a skin of this type it gen- 
erally becomes most noticeable during cold 
weather and tends to clear up as the weather 
grows warmer. 

Some of my readers wish to know at which 
age eczema is most often found. Inasmuch as 
eczema is found at every age, from the time of 
infancy clear through old age, it can not be said 
to be more frequent at any period of life than 
any others 

The patient with eczema nearly always 
notices that soap and water make the affected 
patches worse. This is characteristic of eczema 
and it is often advisable to avoid the use of 
soap on the involved areas and to use olive oil 
and clean absorbent cotton as a cleanser. Tear 
the cotton off in a small piece as needed and 
use each piece only once, discarding as soon as 
it has touched the skin, taking a fresh piece for 
the next part of the cleansing process. 

Another common question about eczema 
concerns the cause. The causes may be divided 
up into two groups: Those coming from the in- 
side of the body and those coming from the out- 
side. The inner causes are the true causes, 
while the outer are exciting causes. In the av- 
erage case, both types of causes are working 
together. 

Among the inner causes must be considered: 
A peculiar sensitiveness of the skin which gives 
it a tendency toward developing this particular 
kind of irritation; constipation; incorrect diet; 
and the use of improper food combinations. 

The causes coming from the outside which 
act as exciting causes in setting off the eczema 
in a susceptible individual include: Chafing of 
the skin such as occurs from the rubbing of 
clothing; chemical irritation such as that pro- 
duced when the skin is exposed to chemicals, 
acids, etc.; and in some cases, exposure to heat 
or cold, 

The patient who is just developing eczema 
often wants a description of the symptoms in 
order that he may decide in his own mind 
whether his symptoms coincide. The common 
symptoms are: Redness, itching and burning, 
the formation of blisters, the oozing of a sticky 
fluid, the appearance of dry crusted areas, or 
the appearance of scales. In same cases eczema 
may cause deep cracks to form which are slow 
in healing. The symptoms found in any case 
depend largely upon what type of eczema is 
present: In “weeping” eczema, oozing of fluid 
is characteristic which will not be present in 
the “dry” form.

years come to hink of this northland as being 
rich in mineral wealth. They have perhaps 
heard of silver and radium ore being minded near 
the Arctic Circle so rich that it can be profit- 
ably transported a thousand miles by air and 
two thousand miles by rail. They perhaps have 
heard of oil being pumped from wells at Fort 
Norman to supply power for mines at Great 
Bear Lake; or that a 1,000-ton quartz mill is be- 
ing erected on the shore of Lake Athabasca. 
Nevertheless, most of them still refuse to be- 
lieve that Canada’s great northland will ever be 
of much use except for such heroic enterprises. 

Perhaps the ordinary citizen is not so much

to blame for having such an opinion when gov- 
ernments so consistently ignore the North and 
even obstruct its development. Yet the develop- 
ment of no part of Canada would so greatly 
edvance the interests of all Canada as that of 
the North. The opening up’ of the West was 
recognized by the statesmen who made Con- 
federation possible as their next great task. But, 
Westerner that I am, I have no hesitation in 
saying that the opening up of the North is now 
much more essential to the future welfare and 
importance of Canada than the development of 
the West ever was. 

Except for the exploitation of an unusually 
rich mine, such, for example, as the Eldorado 
mine at Cameron Bay, the development of the 
North carmot be undertaken by unaided private 
effort. To develop the country properly, long- 
range planning is necessary; immediate re- 
turns are not likely, save in exceptiona! pro- 
jects; and, consequently, the North must be de- 
veloped es a national enterprise. 

The extension of aviation and the develop- 
ment of the North must naturally go together. 
All credit is due to those intrepid pioneers of 
northern flying who are at present making cer- 
tain sections of the North accessible. They have 
received very little assistance or encouragement 
from the government; and their continuance in 
the face of such lack of support or encourage- 
ment is worthy of the highest commendation, 
The complete aerial coverage of the North, and 
especially trans-polar commerce by air, will not 
be possible till the government takes the lead 
in providing at least the necessary radio-equip- 
ped meteorological stations and other scientific 
aids so essential to safe and regular flying. This, 
however, is only one feature of the development 
of the North, 

* s * *’ 

Russie has only recently emerged from feu- 
dalism. Until recently, the vast majority of Rus- 
sians were illiterate. Their industria] and scien- 
tific development was far below that of Canada. 
They did not have the trained men and women 
that were available to us. Yet, desp te all these 
disadvantages, it must be admitted that they 
are developing their northern territories in a 
manner which should make us heartily ashamed 
of our own relative failure. There is nothing 
that the Russians are doing in Siberia which 
we cannot do as well, or even better, in the 
Canadian North, But this we will never do une 
til we overcome the mistaken belief that the 
greater part of our country is but a barren and 
useless waste.

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

Fifty years ago today, March 14, 
1888, there began in the House of 
Commons an historic debate upon 
trade policy. The Liberals had been 
told by the electors in the election 
of 1887 that they did not want com- 
mercial union with the United 
States; so the Liberals turned to 
unrestricted reciprocity, which was 
far different to having the same 


tariff as the republic. When par-/ 


liament met, the Liberals held a 
caucus and decided to “define the 


party's trade policy.” Accordingly, | 


Sir Richard Cartwright moved a 
resolution for unrestricted recip- 
rocity “on generous and sweeping 
terms.” Replying to the cry of dis- 
loyalty, which had been used effec- 
tively against the Liberals in the 
general election, Sir Richard as- 
serted that Canada’s chief mission 
was to reconcile Britain with the 
United States, a statement which 
was cheered by both sides, but the 
effect of which was spoiled by an 
added remark denying that “Can- 
ada owed England more than Chris- 
tian forgiveness for the blunders ot 
her diplomats,” which brought a 
chorus of protest from the loyal 
Tories, 

The debate lasted to April 9, and 


was, indeed, a battle of giants, At) 
no time in Canadian history was) 


there a stronger array of real ora- 
tors than in that parliament: Louis 
Davies, John Charlton, William Pat- 
erson, David Mills, William Mul- 
ock and Laurier at his best. It was 
in this debate that Mr. Laurier as- 
serted that if he “had to choose be- 
tween the duty I owe to England 
and the duty I owe to my native 
land, I would stand by my native 
land,” and, I think it was then that 
he declared that he would rather 
have a Yankee dollar than a Brit- 
ish shilling. which sounded dread- 
ful when repeated by a flag-wav- 
ing opponent or printed in the Con- 
servative press, until someone re- 
membered that a Yankee dollar was 
worth four British shillings, and 
the effect of the taunt was spoiled. 

On the Conservative side Hon. 
Thomas White (so soon to die), 
George E. Foster (then winning his 
spurs as One of our great debaters), 
and J, A, Chapleau were promin- 
ent. 

When the vote was taken on 
April 0, the Cartwright resolution 
was defeated, 124-67, and the Tories 
sang “Rule, Britannia” and “God 
Save the Queen.” The Liberals de- 
cided at a later caucus to keep un- 
restricted reciprocity the first plank 
in their platform, but not only did 
other domestic issues spring up.

|of an experimental fur farm. 
First: It might interest Mr. Gilies 
to know that several years ago I 
| offered a pair of foxes to the Unt- 
| versity of Alberta, free, for experi- 
mental purposes and I received a 
reply, thanking me, stating that 
they did not have a proper way to 
look after them at the time being, 
|I have strongly advocated an ex- 


| perimental fur farm from that date 
to the present. I called on the pres- 
ent Minister of Agriculture in this 
connection shortly after he was ap- 
pointed to office, offering him all 
the assistance as an old fur farm- 
er and fur buyer that I was able to 
give. I trust that I have made my 
point clear that I am fully in favor 
of a properly run experimental fur 
farm.

OTTAWA, March 14—No longer

own domain if so desired. 

In 1980, the council of the North- 
west Territories adopted an ordin- 
ance for protecting Eskimo ruins. 
This required permits from the 
commissioner of the Territories for 
examination and evacuation of 
archaeological sites and laid down 
various other regulations. These 
regulations have now been supple- 
mented by the addition of the 
clauses recommended by the League 
of Nations. 

The new section in the Eskimo 
ruins ordinance, recently approved 
by the council of the Northwest 
Territories, follows: 

“All archaeological specimens 
collected by the holder of a permit 


shall be submitted to the commis-! 


sioner for examination by the 
archaeological officers of the Do-| 
minion government, Whatever spe- 
cimens are required to complete the 
collections of the National Museum 
of Canada shall become the pro- 
perty of that institution; the re-| 
mainder shall be returned to the 
holder of the permit on condition | 
that he undertakes to deposit them | 
permanently in some public institu- 
tion where they will be available 
for study. 

“If the holder of the permit, how- 
ever, requests permission to retain 
the entire collection for a reason- 
able period in order to facilitate its | 
description in a_ scientific report, 


the commissioner is empowered to | 


grant his request.”

HE rooster-pecked wife and the hen-peeked husband are indeed wor- 

thy of our compassion, but they make no such pull upon our aympa- 

| thies as do the chicken-pecked parents who are one of the saddest

Then, too, the problem of life has 
been complicated by the revelation 
of the realism of the last few years 
purveyed in many ways to the 
minds of men, The standard of re- 
volt has been raised in many quar- 
ters. The old foundations and sanc- 
tions have slipped away and men in 
their bewilderment are wondering 
just what is secure and funda- 
mental. They are asking “What are 
the secure truths upon which life, 
character and religious faith may 
be built?” 


In an earlier day men gazed 
pon the cross of Christ and con- 
fidently directed the eyes of the 
world toward Him who hung and 
suffered there, definitely sure 
that in gazing upon Him, men 
would find the sources of grace 
and the motives for right living 
strengthened and purified. But 
today we are not keenly aware of 
the presence of a sovereign God 
and His mighty redeeming work. 
Men timidly, self-consciously turn 

their gaze inward upon their own 


spiritual experiences. Christian 
Faith is being reduced from its 
splendid, unique position to be 
aligned with science, psychology 


and philosophy and men are trying 
to present the points of contact and 
harmony in Christian Faith and 


these secular studies. Supposing | 


that we can find such harmony, 
does it make better men and wo- 
men? Are we any nearer to the 
springs of right and holy living? 
COME INTO LIVES 


We must recognize that in Jesus. 
God broke into the course of hu- 
man history in an unprecedented 
and sovereign way. The Christian 
Faith sprang from the life and 
teaching of Him who gave men a 
different presentation of the nature 
of God than can be found in any 
other realm of human life and 
thought. Those who knew Jesus 
and who became the leaders and 
founders of the Christian church, 
went about their splendid work 
with the final and indubitable con- 
viction that God had come. into 
their lives and into the life of hum- 
anity in general, and had done 
something definite and final for 
their salvation and for the salva- 
tion of all who would believe in 
Christ. As St. Paul has written, 
“God was in Christ, reconciling the 
world unto Himself.” 

These early Christians spent very 
litle time in examining their own 
inward spiritual experences. The 
objective, sovereign fact of God's 
love for sinful man was there for 
all men to know and to accept. The 
rudimentary questions of. critical 
investigation or all the implications 
resulted upon its acceptance were 
completely lost in the tremendous 
experience itself. It spoke with 
authority to their inmost souls and 


they were compelled to give them- | 
|monized and directed 


selves completely to its dynamic in 
their lives. They were caught up 
in “the mighty acts of God.” 

The healthy believer and the 
healthy church today can do no 
@ther. The final authority of 
truth is recognizing it when it 
grips the whole of man's nature 
in such a way that, despite all in- 
fluences to the contrary, he is 
convinced of its authority and is 
So filled with it that it has a way 
eof spilling over, and must be 
shared with others for their sal- 
vation, 

When men speak of the founda- 
tions of religion and life being de- 
stroyed and slipping away, let us 
not think of increasing their self- 


consciousness by directing them in- 
ward upon themselves. Human 
nature at its best is but a poor 
weak reed to lean upon. Rather let 
us turn men to the ultimate fact 
of the sovereignty of God and -His 
eternal truth, Men need to be 


aware of something eternally good 
and eternally righteous, something 
outside themselves by which they 
may be upheld and steadied. This 
we regard as the greatest contribu- 
tion of John Calvin to the life of 
the human race—his mighty em- 
phasis upon the sovereignty of God. 
It is this which makes men strong 
im the day of adversity and weak- 
ness.
